In Behalf of the Living Should They Seek Unto 
The Dead

When they snatl say unto you, 
Seek unto them that have familiar 
spirits, and unto wizards that peep, 
and that mutter: should not a peo- 
ple seek unto their God? for the liv- 

ing to the dead? 

In our closing words of our pre- 
vious article on Spiritualism we in- 
sisted that the Word of God is the 
more sure word of prophecy. 

Wizards may peep, witches may di- 
vine, but the only safe guide is the 
Word of God. 

Isaiah folrows our text in the very 
next verse and says, To the law and 
to the testimony: if they speak not 
according to his word, it is because 
there is no light in them. 

Thus calling attention to the fact 
that though witches and wizards and 
those having familiar spirits are here 
and that the people of God would be 
called upon to seek unto them for 
instruction, they should not do it but 
rather go to the law and the testi- 
mony. He then stated further that 
if they (those who invite to consult 
mediums) speak not according to 
this Word it is because there is no 
light in them. Men who have real 
gospel light, the Word of God written 
on their hearts will never direct any 
one to consult those having familiar 
spirits. 

I read an article from a certain 
missionary who was holding a revival 
on his territory. He noticed a cer- 
tain woman who seemed very active 
in his meeting. This certain mission- 
ary received the Holy Ghost baptism 
during a great revival in Atlanta, Ga. 
I suppose that he is in the foreign 
field today. He discerned that this 
certain woman was actuated by the 
wrong power, though she had many 
demonstrations similar to the demon- 


. gtrations of his own members, those 


who had received the Pentecostal 
baptism were having. He told her 
that she was possessed with an evil 
spirit. She became very angry and be- 
gan to froth at the mouth. The mis- 
sionary began to plead the blood and 
try to cast the unclean spirit out of 
the woman. The spirit then talked 
using the woman’s tongue. He threat- 
ened that if he should be cast out 
he would go into some of the Pente- 
costal people. It developed that this 
woman was a Spiritualist. She told 
how she became possessed. She entire- 
ly submitted herself to the Spiritual- 
ists leaders acting upon their advice 
until she became possessed of evil 
spirits. 
Witchcraft Practiced In 


Saul’s Day. 
In our text the statement is made, 


Should not the people seek unto their 
God? for the living to the dead? 
Notice the last phrase, for the living 
to the dead? It is also a question, and 
refers to God’s “should not.” The re- 
vised version gives it thus, “On be. 
half of the living should they seek 
unto the dead? This naturally im- 
plies that they should not seek unto 
the dead for the living. If there were 
no other Scriptures on this T am sure 


-that this should convince any honest 


mind that we should never inquire of 
the dead concerning matters pertain- 
ing to this life or the life beyond. It 
is positively against God’s order and 
to do so brings the participants under 
condemnation. Here is another solemn 
warning. There shall not be found 
among you any one that * * * useth 
divination, or an observer of times, 
or an enchanter, or @ witch, or : a 
charmer, or a consulter with familiar 
spirits, or @ wizard, or a necroman- 
cer. Webster says that “necromancy 
is the art of revealing the future by 
pretended communication with the 
s of the dead. 
See also gives the definition 
of witch as being a woman who is 
possessed with an evil spirit. they are 
people who deny God and give them- 
selves up, body ané soul to the devil. 
paul refers to witchcraft as one of the 
works of the flesh. God demanded 
that all witches should be slain, but 
Saul after that he had backslidden 
and God would not hear him found

Truly the Lord has been gracious 
unto us and I wish to praise Him for 
the marvelous way He has been bless- 
ing souls. I have kept silent for quite 
a while, put noticed that Brother 
Latimer, our editor, made a special 
request that all ministers send in re- 
ports of meetings. Since Dec. 1st, we 
have been engaged in evangelistic 
work, having with us Sister Marie 
Pickett of Benton, Ill., who has ren- 
dered very valuable service in sing- 
ing and music. 

Our first meeting was at Elkins, W. 
Va., which seemed discouraging in

It is understood 
by Bible scholars that Ninevah is a 
type of Gentiledom.

It is by faith that the Word of God 
and His love abides in me this day. 
I praise His dear name for ever call- 
ing to me when I was in sin and for 
inspiring me to read the Word of God, 
and most of all, for the understanding 
light He gave me. It is truly wonder- 
ful what He will do if we will look 
to Him and trust in Him. God is love, 
and without that love, brother and 
sister, real joy and peace does not 
abide in our hearts. When I was in 
sin and darkness, letting the lusts of 
the world and what I thought was 
pleasure, fill my life, there was al- 
ways something lacking. I had no 
peace abiding. I would pray (or 
thought I was praying) but I was 
praying amiss and not by faith and 
my prayers were unheard. 

I have suffered with lung trouble 
for four and one half years. A little 
more than eight months ago I enter- 
ed a sanitarium to be cured. Last year 
June ist, 1927 a dear friend of mine 
(who had just a short time before 
found Jesus) and I were attending 
a lodge meeting, which we both were 
members of and this night it was her 
duty to present something wrapped 
up, for the benefit of the social fund. 


who gave me the Testament had told 
me to pray for faith and I would re- 
ceive it, this I truly did. I decided to 
start at the beginning and read it 
thru, and in a little more than a week 
I read it thru. I asked God to show 
me the light and surely He has done 
so. I did not get to attend church, 
but some of God’s people would come 
to the sanitarium and pray and 
preach His true Word. I heard them 
testify and one woman told me she 
was healed of tuberculosis by the 
power of God. At first these things 
seemed unreal to me. I wondered how 
they could testify and know that they 
had God’s love abiding in them more 
than any one else, but now I know. 
I have that peace, that love, that 
sanctification in me and I too can 
testify. I became anxious for to read 
everything concerning our Lord Jesus 
and to hear His wondrous love, and 
looked forward to when those few 
children of God was to come.
